I cannot  tell  you  how  heart  wrenching  it  is  watching  that  turbid,  toxic  plume  of  mustard  colored 
water  make  its  way  to  Lake  Powel  and  likely  beyond.  I can’t  stop  thinking  that  if  this  situation 
was  facilitated  by  general  industry,  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  would  be  taking 
enforcement  action  and  there  might  even  be  criminal  charges  pressed. 


I am  wondering  what  king  of  punitive  actions  Region  8 will  take  against  itself?  What  steps  will 
be  implemented  against  those  that  underestimated  the  effect  that  the  field  activities  would  have 
on  the  unlawful  release  of  the  water.  I am  also  curious  to  know  what  action,  if  any,  will  be  taken 
related  to  the  delayed  reporting  to  the  public,  the  under  estimated  quantity,  and  the  continued 
release  of  polluted  water.  Seems  to  be  on  par  with  the  Deep  Water  Horizon  incident  without  the 
loss  of  life.  It  is  not  enough  to  conduct  an  investigation  and  issue  a report.  People  in  authority 
that  knew,  or  should  have  known,  need  to  be  dusting  off  their  resumes.
